Lilly  charges  writer 
is  not  a  local  voter

Disturbed  and  angry  anti- 
deepwell  activist  R.P.  Lilly 
complained  that  a  recent  “let¬ 
ter  to  the  editor”  writer,  who 
claimed  he  “rants  and  raves” 
about  deepwell  issues,  is  nei¬ 
ther  a  Romulus  voter  or  prop¬ 
erty  owner. 

Lilly  stated  a  letter  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  May  29  edition  of 
the  Romulus  Roman  accusing 
him  of  “ranting  and  raving” 
with  wild  hysterics  with  re¬ 
spect  to  the  injection  well  is¬ 
sue. 

He  added  “the  letter  states 


'TKa£  the  injection  well  is  not 
the  terrible  catastrophe  we 
once  thought  it  was  and  it  im¬ 
plies  the  tide  is  turning  and 
citizens  are  now  ready  to  wel¬ 
come  the  injection  well  with 
open  arms  and  accept  that 
toxic  waste  is  good  for  you.” 

Lilly  said  “the  letter  is 
signed  by  Angela  Wright,  Ro¬ 
mulus  voter  and  taxpayer.” 
Lilly  said  he  has  checked  with 
city  officials  and  there  is  no 
such  person  listed  as  a  regis¬ 
tered  voter  or  property  owner. 

Lilly  concludes  his  own  let¬ 
ter  by  stating  “will  the  real  An¬ 
gela  Wright  please  stand  up!” 


When  will  the  first  concrete 
fly  on  the  downtown  re¬ 
development  project? 

Anxious  Goddard  road  mer¬ 
chants  are  seeking  stepped  up 
action  by  construction  crews 
so  that  their  business  losses  do 
not  continue  much  longer. 

One  merchant,  Dennis 
Swaney,  owner  of  the  Romulus 
IGA,  revealed  his  grocery  busi¬ 
ness  sales  have  fallen  25  per¬ 
cent  since  the  construction 
project  began  several  months 
ago. 

“The  sales  loss  is  worsening 
since  now  Goddard  road  is  be¬ 
ing  worked  on  at  both  ends 
(both  5  Points  and  Wayne 
road),”  Swaney  said. 

Having  purchased  the  IGA 
store  three  years  ago,  Swaney 
has  made  major  upgrades 
(ceilings,  floors,  coolers,  light¬ 
ing)  within  the  building. 

He  also  has  conducted  sales 
programs  that  aid  local 
schools  and  has  become  a  di¬ 
rector  at  the  Greater  Romulus 
Chamber  of  Commerce  to 
widen  his  community  involve¬ 
ment. 

Now  he  is  hoping  that  the 
street  project  doesn’t  get  ex¬ 
tended  so  long  that  it  curtails 
his  store’s  future  growth  or 
even  its  survival. 


“I  plan  to  work  aggressively 
so  that  I  can  reward  the  cus¬ 
tomers,  who  have  stood  by  us 
during  this  construction 
crisis,”  Swaney  vowed. 

Bill  Crane,  owner  of  Crane’s 
Funeral  Home  and  head  of  the 
local  Downtown  Development 
Authority,  said  his  business  is 
also  down  about  25  percent. 

He  said  local  business 
owners  attend  the  twice  a 
month  meetings  with  project 
contractors,  but  are  becoming 
frustrated  with  the  slowness  of 
roadway  progress. 

Those  businesses  impacted 
the  most  naturally  are  those 
that  require  the  customer  to 
visit  the  store  or  office  for 
products  or  services. 

In  addition  to  the  existing 
businesses  on  Goddard  road, 
four  new  store  operations  have 
begun  since  the  road  project 
began  (or  just  before)  and  re¬ 
portedly  are  struggling  be¬ 
cause  of  the  limited  access  to 
the  center  of  town. 

Mayor  William  Oakley  ad¬ 
mitted  all  was  not  going  well 
with  the  major  roadway  pro¬ 
ject,  when  queried  at  a  recent 
City  Council  meeting. 

In  addition  to  hot,  steamy 
and  rainy  weather  conditions, 
Oakley  said,  the  project  was 
being  hampered  with  skeleton 
work  forces,  non  teamwork  ef¬ 


forts  by  area  utility  represen¬ 
tatives  and  the  discovery  of 
“many  surprises”  under  the 
ground. 

The  latest  in  a  series  of 
DDA  meetings  with  the  con¬ 
tractors’  representatives  was 
slated  for  yesterday,  too  late 
for  publication  in  this  week’s 
edition. 

Early  this  week  water  taps 
were  being  done  as  a  prelude 
to  grading  the  roadway  for  the 
concrete  effort,  Oakley  said, 
and  unfortunately  some  of  the 
taps  broke  in  the  process. 

Thus  the  actual  starting  date 
for  concrete  laying  is  still  un¬ 
known,  Oakley  said,  but  once  it 
starts  it  should  continue 
rather  fast  as  “there  should  be 
no  surprises  above  ground,  un¬ 
less  for  some  reason  some 
early  work  was  not  com¬ 
pleted.” 

The  best  guess  at  this  point 
is  that  the  concrete  work  could 
begin  about  July  15. 

Oakley  admitted  that  some 
finishing  work  on  the  project 
may  have  to  be  delayed  until 
the  spring  of  1998. 

The  concrete  road  project 
comes  in  two  phases  and  ex¬ 
tends  from  5  Points  to  Wayne 
road.  Both  phases  have  been 
started,  with  the  eastern  end 
(Moore  street  to  Wayne  road 
being  paid  for  via  state  funds).

Ground  broken  for 
center’s  addition

A  decade  ago,  the  Westland 
Senior  Resource  Center 
moved  into  new  quarters  on 
Newburgh  Road,  and  on 
Wednesday  ground  was  bro¬ 
ken  for  an  expansion  of  the 
center. 

“Ten  years  ago  we  came  into 
this  building,  and  now  we  are 
growing  out  of  it,”  said  Sylvia 
Kozorosky-Wiacek,  director  of 
the  Senior  Resources  Depart¬ 
ment,  as  she  welcomed  guests 
to  the  June  25  ground  breaking 
ceremonies. 

She  said  the  addition  would 
keep  up  with  new  technology 
and  the  needs  of  the  elderly. 
The  senior  director  thanked 
the  leadership  -  past  and  pre¬ 
sent  mayors  and  councils  -  for 
their  support  of  the  senior  pro¬ 
gram. 

Mayor  Robert  Thomas  cut 
short  a  meeting  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  to  return  to  Westland  in 
time  for  the  ground  breaking. 

“I  wouldn’t  have  missed  this 
for  the  world,”  Thomas  said. 
“There  is  a  common  thread  in 
cities  and  communities  all 
over  the  country  --  they  are  all 
thinking  about  seniors.” 

Thomas  said  the  Senior  Re¬ 
source  Center,  known  as  the 
Friendship  Center,  is  some 
place  for  seniors  to  call  their 
own,  a  place  for  friendships 
and  a  place  to  find  help. 

He  noted  that  Sylvia 
Kozorosky-Wiacek  had  placed 
the  expansion  of  the  Friend¬ 
ship  Center  in  her  budget  each 
year,  but  until  the  past  year,  it 
had  .been  pulled  out  due  to 
lack  of  finances. 

“This  time,  we  left  it  in,” 
Thomas  said,  adding,  “Sylvia 
does  a  fantastic  job!” 

Thomas  told  the  crowd  at 
the  ceremony  that  President 
Clinton  spoke  at  the  mayors’ 
meeting  in  San  Francisco  and 
mentioned  the  cooperation  be¬ 
tween  the  city  of  Detroit  and 
Wayne  County  in  bringing 
“great  things”  to  the  area,  and 
to  the  suburbs. 

“It  was  good  to  hear  our 
area  mentioned,”  Thomas 
said. 

Westland  City  Council  Pres¬ 
ident  Sandra  Cicirelli  said  the

addition  is  the  culmination  of 
a  lot  of  hard  work  of  past  and 
present  mayors  and  councils. 

James  Gilbert,  Housing  and 
Community  Development  di¬ 
rector,  was  recognized  as  be¬ 
ing  instrumental  in  obtaining 
funding  for  the  Friendship 
Center  addition. 

“Demographics  show  that 
there  are  more  middle-aged 
and  seniors  in  Westland  and  in 
surrounding  communities,  and 
that  the  focus  is  on  ‘quality  of 
life,”’  Gilbert  said.  “This  new 
addition  will  add  to  the  se¬ 
niors’  quality  of  life.” 

Carl  Simcox,  chairman  of 
the  Commission  on  Aging,  gave 
a  short  and  very  well-received 
speech,  and  then  officials  took 
out  their  shovels  and  turned 
the  first  ground  for  the  new 
project. 

Attending  the  event  were 
Councilwoman  Justine  Bams, 
who  gave  the  invocation;  Coun¬ 
cilman  Charles  Griffin,  Coun¬ 
cilman  Richard  LeBlanc, 
Councilwoman  Sharon  Scott 
and  other  representatives  of 
the  city.

The  century  old  two  story 
brick  Italianate  house  origi¬ 
nally  built  by  the  family  of  Pe¬ 
ter  C.  Bird  is  now  the  property 
of  the  city  of  Romulus,  Wayne 
County  Commissioner  Bruce 
Patterson  informed  Mayor 
William  Oakley. 

Oakley’s  office  is  currently 
awaiting  the  receipt  of  official 
papers  from  the  county,  so  that 
the  local  historical  society  can 
begin  plans  to  turn  the  home 
into  a  tourist  attraction. 

By  donating  the  home  to  Ro¬ 
mulus,  Wayne  County  saved 
several  thousands  of  dollars  in 
moving  costs. 

For  a  period  of  time,  the  lo¬ 
cal  historical  group  leaders 
expected  to  have  to  move  the 
home  built  in  1878  a  short  dis¬ 
tance  to  the  city’s  historical 
park. 


But  Wayne  County  officials, 
who  are  planning  a  tum-of-the 
century  expansion  of  Detroit 
Metro  Airport,  decided  rather 
than  move  the  home,  they 
could  save  funds  by  ceding  it 
and  a  few  adjoining  acres  to 
the  city. 

The  original  Bird  family  in¬ 
cluded,  Peter,  his  wife,  Mary 
Jane  (Morris),  and  their  nine 
children,  Alice,  Arthur,  Anna, 
Richard,  William,  Carrie,  Ed¬ 
ith,  Hiram  and  Peter. 

After  Bird  died  in  1912,  the 
house  and  farm  were  sold  to 
James  Lyons  and  his  wife, 
Alicia  (Richards).  Lyons 
helped  build  the  home  while 
still  in  his  teens  and  dreamed 
of  someime  owning  the  house. 

The  Lyons  had  three  chil¬ 
dren,  William,  Morris  and  Mar¬ 
tha. 

Later,  about  1923,  the  house 
and  160  acres  were  sold  to  Wal¬ 


ter  and  Theresa  Smolen.  Their 
10  children  included:  Mary, 
Theresa  (Betty),  Lottie  (June), 
Irene  (Rose),  Frank,  John,  Ju¬ 
lia,  Klara  (Bonnie),  Joe  and 
Mike. 

After  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Smolen  in  1945,  Betty  Smolen 
remained  at  the  homestead  for 
about  a  half  century  until  it 
was  sold  to  Wayne  County  a 


few  years  ago. 

Betty  Smolen  died  Nov.  25, 
1995  in  Rosecommon,  Michi¬ 
gan  at  the  age  of  83. 

Pearl  Varner,  head  of  the 
Romulus  Romulus  Historical 
Museum,  said  the  local  society 
will  hold  off  making  any  fund¬ 
raising  plans  for  the  home’s 
restoration,  until  ownership 
paper’s  are  received.

ARTICLE  IX 
SECTION  20-266 

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  AMEND  ARTICLE  IX,  SECTION  20-266  OF 
THE  ROMULUS  CITY  CODE  ENTITLED  OFFENSES  PERTAIN¬ 
ING  TO  MINORS  TO  RESTATE  THE  SECTION  AND  ADD  PRO¬ 
VISION  WITH  RESPECT  TO  THE  MINOR  BEING  REPEATEDLY 
ABSENT  FROM  SCHOOL  OR  OTHER  LEARNING  PROGRAMS. 

THE  CITY  OF  ROMULUS,  WAYNE  COUNTY,  MICHIGAN, 
HEREBY  ORDAINS: 

Section  1.  Chapter  20,  Article  IX,  Section  20-266  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  20-266.  Parental  Duties  and  Responsibilities. 

(a)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section: 

(1)  Juvenile  means  a  person  under  seventeen  (17)  years  of  age,  who  is 
living  with  a  parent 

(2)  Parent  include  the  legal  parents  of  a  juvenile,  or  such  persons  who 
are  duly  and  legally  appointed  to  act  in  loco  parentis. 

(3)  Penal  law  includes  any  criminal  statute  of  the  state  or  ordinance  of 
the  city  which  imposes  or  may  impose  a  penalty  for  the  violation. 

(b)  Every  parent  of  a  juvenile  shall  exercise  sufficient  control  and 
supervision  over  the  activities  and  conduct  of  the  juvenile  as  are 
necessary  to  prevent  the  juvenile  from  becoming  delinquent  as 
defined  in  Michigan  Probate  Code  or  repeatedly  violating  any 
penal  law. 

(c)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  parent  of  a  juvenile  to  willfully  fail  to 
exercise  sufficient  control  and  supervision  over  the  activities  and 
conduct  of  the  juvenile,  where  such  failure  results  in  juvenile 
becoming  delinquent  as  defined  in  Michigan  Probate  Core  or 
results  in  repeated  violations  of  a  penal  law. 

(d)  Every  parent  of  a  juvenile  shall  assure  that  the  juvenile  is  not 
repeatedly  absent  from  school  or  other  learning  programs  intended 
to  meet  the  juvenile’s  educational  needs,  provided  the  absence  is 
not  excused  by  a  licensed  health  care  professional. 

(e)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  parent  of  a  juvenile  to  wilfully  fail  to 
assure  that  the  juvenile  is  not  repeatedly  absent  from  school  or 
other  learning  program  intended  to  meet  the  juvenile’s  educational 
needs,  provided  the  absence  is  not  excused  by  a  licensed  health 
care  professional. 

Section  2.  Penalties.  Any  person  who  violates  Section  20-266  shall  be 
guilty  by  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  Five 
Hundred  ($500.00)  Dollars  and/or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
ninety  (90)  days  or  both. 

Section  3.  Saving  clause.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  or  in  the  code 
amendments  hereby  adopted,  shall  be  construed  to  effect  any  suit  or 
proceeding  pending  in  any  court,  or  any  rights  acquired  or  liabilities 
incurred,  nor  shall  any  cause  of  action  acquired  or  existing  under  any 
act  or  ordinance  be  lost  impaired  or  effected  by  this  ordinance. 

Section  4.  Severability.  Should  any  word,  sentence,  phrase  or  any 
portion  of  this  ordinance  be  held  in  any  manner  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  or  by  any  state  agency  having  authority  to  do  so 
for  any  reason  whatsoever,  such  holdings  shall  be  construed  and 
limited  to  such  words,  sentence,  phrase,  or  any  portion  of  the  ordi¬ 
nance  held  to  be  so  invalid  and  shall  not  be  construed  as  effecting  the 
validity  of  any  of  the  remaining  words,  sentences,  phrases  or  portions 
of  this  ordinance. 

Section  5.  Conflicting  ordinance.  All  prior  existing  ordinances  adopted 
by  the  City  of  Romulus  inconsistent  or  in  conflict  with  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  are,  to  the  extent  of  such  conflict  or  inconsistency, 
hereby  expressly  repealed  . 

Section  6.  Effective  date.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  pub¬ 
lication  thereof  in  an  official  newspaper,  which  publication  shall  be 
made  when  the  minutes  passing  the  ordinance  are  published  subject  to 
revocation  at  will  of  the  City  of  Romulus  at  any  time.

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Dead  fish  herald  Newburgh  Lake  revival

Fish  kills  aren’t  pretty. 

But  in  the  case  of  Newburgh 
Lake,  county  officials  consider 
the  slaughter  of  10  tons  of  carp 
a  necessary  step  on  the  way  to 
Deputy  County  Executive  Mike 
Duggan’s  dream. 

“Residents  will  actually  be 
able  to  eat  fish  out  of  New¬ 
burgh  Lake  and  eventually 
swim  here,”  he  said. 

Up  till  now,  there  has  been 
a  fish  advisory  against  eating 
the  fish,  which  were  contami¬ 
nated  with  PCB,  the  popular 
name  for  polychlorinated  bi¬ 
phenyl,  an  industrial  chemical 
that  can  accumulate  in  human 
tissue  and  cause  cancer  or  mu¬ 
tate  genes. 

Duggan,  who  grew  up  in  Liv¬ 
onia,  has  happy  memories  of 
swimming  in  the  lake,  located 
on  Hines  Drive,  west  of  New¬ 
burgh  Road. 

However,  the  lake  has  been 
drained  and  the  many  trash 


fish  (carp  and  suckers)  and  the 
few  game  fish  (bass,  blue  gills, 
and  northern  pike)  were  poi¬ 
soned  with  rotenone  last  week. 

The  chemical,  which  pre¬ 
vents  gills  from  absorbing  oxy¬ 
gen,  is  only  fatal  to  fish  and 
doesn’t  accumulate  in  the  en¬ 
vironment. 

It  put  400  fish  to  death,  caus¬ 
ing  them  to  float  belly  up  in 
the  weedy  shallows  of  the  four- 
foot-deep  lake,  before  it  was 
drained. 

One  of  the  carp,  a  35-pound 
whiskered  monster,  amazed 
fishery  personnel  with  its  dead 
bulk. 

“We  took  the  dead  fish  to  the 
landfill  in  Salem  Township,” 
said  Jim  Murray. 

A  relief  to  Van  Buren  resi¬ 
dents  who  feared  the  PCB- 
infested  fish  carcasses  would 
be  dumped  at  Wayne  Disposal, 
or  to  Westland  residents  who 
expected  the  polluted  lake 


bottom  to  be  used  to  cap  an  old 
landfill  at  Holiday  Park  and  an 
toxic  site  at  the  former  Cooper 
School. 

Murray  said  that  800,000  cu¬ 
bic  yards  of  lake  bottom  were 
dredged  up,  including  200,000 
contaminated  ones. 

The  lake  wasn’t  always  pol¬ 
luted.  It  was  pure  when  it  was 
created  by  damming  the 
Rouge  River  in  the  early  1900s. 
And  pure  when  Henry  Ford 
gave  it  to  Wayne  County  as  a 
present  in  the  1930s. 

The  troubles  started  during 
World  War  II,  when  airplane 
engine  production  sloshed  poi¬ 
sons  into  Western  Wayne 
County’s  watershed.  After  the 
war,  an  auto  parts  company  up¬ 
stream  of  the  lake  caused 
PCBs  to  stream  into  Newburgh 
Lake,  forming  sediments,  fat¬ 
tening  fish,  and  ending  up  in 
frying  pans  of  unsuspecting 
fishermen.  Eventually  “Do  Not 
Eat  the  Fish”  signs  were 
posted. 


The  cleanup  and  fish  kill 
were  financed  by  a  $10  million 
federal  grant,  part  of  the  $300 
million  River  Rouge  Project. 

It  will  result  in  clean  fish 
after  the  county  restocks  New¬ 
burgh  with  game  fish  -  bass, 
northern  pike,  perch  --  in  1998. 

“This  part  of  the  river,  from 
Merriman  north  to  Novi,  is 
going  be  the  only  part  of  the 
Rouge  that  has  its  fish  advisory 
removed,”  said  Murray. 

Without  the  carp,  ravenous 
feeders  who  destroy  game  fish 
habitat,  other  fish  should  sur¬ 
vive. 

‘‘We’ll  restore  aquatic 
plants  and  contour  the  lake 
bottom,”  said  Murray.  “We’ll 
create  feeding  and  breeding 
areas  and  deepen  the  lake  to  a 
depth  of  14-15  feet.” 

Meanwhile,  the  entrance  to 
the  drained  lake  is  closed  off, 
the  offshore  clumps  of  weeds 
removed,  and  the  geese  flown 
away.

“Playing  with  fireworks  in¬ 
vites  disaster,”  Romulus  Fire 
Chief  David  Allison  warns 
area  residents,  as  the  nation 
prepares  to  celebrate  its  birth¬ 
day  tomorrow. 

Allison  states  fireworks  are 
exciting  to  watch  and  listen  to, 
but  rather  than  risk  damage  to 
personal  or  family  member’s 
limbs  or  property  it  is  much 
safer  to  view  municipal  fire¬ 
works  en  masse. 

Deaths,  eye  damage,  burns 
and  even  amputations  are  re¬ 
ported  each  year  across  the 
U.S.  as  Americans  danger¬ 
ously  try  to  create  their  own 
little  neighborhood  excite¬ 
ment  area. 

In  addition  tens  of  millions 
of  dollars  worth  of  property 
damage  are  recorded  because 
of  unexpected  holiday  may¬ 
hem. 

Many  western  Wayne 
County"  communities  sponsor 
large  July  4th  fireworks  dis¬ 
plays,  Allison  said,  and  for  the 
sake  of  your  own  safety  and 
that  of  small  children  it  is 
much  wiser  to  attend  such  fire¬ 
works  displays  as  a  family.

with  neighborhood  fireworks 
efforts,  insurance  experts 
claim,  is  that  carelessness  oc¬ 
curs  because  the  blast  opera¬ 
tors  are  usually  tired  or  under 
the  influence  of  alcohol  after  a 
long  day  of  revelry. 

“As  parents  and  adults,  we 
have  a  responsibility  to  pro¬ 
tect  our  children,”  Allison 
said,  “and  thus  even  sparklers 
(which  are  often  thought  to  be 
harmless)  can  heat  up  to  1,200 
degrees  and  pose  serious  dan¬ 
ger  to  children’s  hands  or 
eyes.” 

Leave  fireworks  displays  to 
the  professionals  such  as  at 
Elmer  Johnson  Park  in  Ro¬ 
mulus  at  dusk  on  July  4th. 
“That  way,  you  can  enjoy  the 
rest  of  the  holiday  weekend  in 
comfort,  rather  than  spend  itf 
by  being  treated  or  admitted  to 
a  local  hospital!”

Wayne  County  Sheriff  Ro¬ 
bert  Ficano  also  reminds  area 
residents  that  many  kinds  of 
fireworks  are  illegal  in  Michi¬ 
gan,  despite  being  brought  into 
the  state  by  “bootleggers.” 

Ficano  urges  parents  to  ed¬ 
ucate  their  children  about  the 
dangers  of  fireworks,  before 
they  lose  fingers  or  use  of 
other  body  parts. 

The  sheriff  stresses  “always 


follow  the  directions  printed 
on  fireworks  packaging  and 
never..never  try  to  check  out  a 
malfunctioning  fireworks. 
Leave  it  alone  for  at  least  one 
hour  and  then  douse  it  with 
heavy  streams  of  water.” 

Ficano  warns  fireworks  are 
illegal  to  sell  without  a  permit. 
They  also  are  illegal  to  pos¬ 
sess,  transport  or  use  in  most 
cases. 

The  most  dangerous  illegal 
fireworks  include:  cherry 
bongs,  comet  (or  mine),  M-80s, 
bottle  rockets,  Roman  candles, 
silver  salutes  (M-lOOs),  torch 
varieties  or  M-250  and  M-1000 
styles.

Results  of  a  Michigan  De¬ 
partment  of  Community 
Health  survey  show  that  immu¬ 
nization  levels  for  19  to  35 
month  old  children  in  Wayne 
County,  excluding  Detroit,  are 
now  76.1  percent.  Michigan’s 
statewide  immunization  level 
for  two-year-olds  is  74.1  per¬ 
cent,  which  is  an  increase  of  13 


percentage  points  from  1994 
and  32  percentage  points  from 
1991.  The  national  immuniza¬ 
tion  rate  for  children  is  75  per 
cent.  Earlier  this  year,  survey 
results  on  childhood  immuniz¬ 
ation  rates  for  the  City  of  De 
troit  were  announced  to  be  61 
percent.

Manufacturers  face 
new  air  standards 


The  approval  of  new  clean- 
air  standards  by  President  Bill 
Clinton  will  weigh  heavy  on 
the  public,  while  at  the  same 
time,  negatively  impact  the 
manufacturing  sector,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Michigan  Manufac¬ 
turers  Association  (MMA). 

“Michigan  manufacturers 
are  already  spending  millions 
of  dollars  to  reduce  pollutants 
and  improve  the  environment 
in  their  communities,”  says 
Matthew  Hare,  regulatory  af¬ 
fairs  director  at  the  Michigan 
Manufacturers  Association. 
“Companies  have  made  a  lot  of 
progress  in  this  area,  going 
above  and  beyond  the  call  of 
current  regulations,  and  they 
are  committed  to  continuing 
their  clean  corporate  citizen 
endeavors.  These  new  stan¬ 
dards,  however,  are  a  slap  in 
the  face  to  manufacturers’ 
good  faith  efforts.  Forcing 
such  stringent  standards  is  a 
step  backwards,  and  by  mak¬ 
ing  it  more  difficult  to  conduct 
business  in  the  United  States, 
it  is  likely  that  companies  will 
relocate  to  other  countries 
where  the  air  standards  are 
more  reasonable. 

Manufacturers  have  done 


about  all  that  they  can  do  to  let 
the  White  House  and  Congress 
know  about  the  difficulty  in 
trying  to  institute  such  stan¬ 
dards.  Now,  it  is  clear  that  the 
public  will  be  the  targets  of 
such  measures  as  tailpipe 
emission  testing  and  high  gas¬ 
oline  prices,”  Hare  said. 

The  new  EPA  requirements 
would  limit  ozone  to  .08  parts 
per  million,  compared  with 
the  current  threshold  of  .12 
parts  per  million.  Proponents 
allege  that  by  reducing  the  mi¬ 
croscopic  particles,  children 
could  have  less  asthma  attacks 
and  premature  deaths  from 
lung  disease  could  be  reduced. 

“This  may  sound  good,  but 
the  information  is  not  based 
on  sound  science  or  proven 
medical  advice,”  Hare  points 
out.  “Industry  is  not  ignorant 
ofthe  health  needs  of  children 
and  the  elderly.  But  this  regu¬ 
lation  is  not  about  them.  It’s 
about  the  EPA  and  the  White 
House  ignoring  their  own  sci¬ 
ence  and  public  health  offi¬ 
cials  to  push  an  agenda  that  in 
the  end  hurts  not  only  the  very 
people  they  claim  to  help,  but 
also  manufacturers,  small 
business,  and  most  of  all,  the- 
public.” 


EQ  finalizes  agreement 


The  Environmental  Quality 
Company  finalized  an  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  State  of  Michi¬ 
gan  to  resolve  issues  related  to 
two  minor  fires  at  the  EQ  Mich¬ 
igan  Disposal  Waste  Treat¬ 
ment  Plant  in  Van  Buren 
Township. 

The  agreement  also  covers 
two  unauthorized  waste 
streams  that  were  accepted  at 
the  plant  because  of  inaccu¬ 
rate  information  provided  by 
the  waste  generators. 

EQ  has  agreed  to  settle 
these  issues  by  paying  stipu¬ 
lated  penalties  totaling 
$35,000.  No  additional  enforce¬ 


ment  action  will  be  taken  on 
any  of  these  issues,  according 
to  the  agreement. 

“EQ  remains  committed  to 
providing  safe,  effective  waste 
management  services  through 
full  compliance  with  all  appli¬ 
cable  health,  safety  and  envi¬ 
ronmental  regulations,” 
stressed  David  Dusk,  EQ’s  vice 
president  of  Hazardous  Waste 
Operations.  “EQ’s  highest  pri¬ 
ority  is  to  provide  effective 
waste  management  services  in 
the  safest  environment  possi¬ 
ble  for  its  employees,  cus¬ 
tomers  and  the  residents  of 
neighboring  communities.”

Thomas  M.  Barrett,  president  of  Central  Wayne 
Energy  Recovery,  doesn’t  expect  the  public  to  attend 
the  meeting  with  a  brass  band  and  waving  banners 
to  welcome  the  new  project.  There  are  no  “fan 
clubs”  for  waste  disposal  facilities,  and  Barrett 
would  be  the  first  to  acknowledge  this. 

What  Barrett  sincerely  wants  is  a  chance  to  ex¬ 
plain  the  project  to  the  public  and  then,  after  they 
have  heard  the  facts,  make  their  own  decisions  on 
whether  the  plan  has  merit  That  does  not  seem  too 
much  to  ask,  but  some  environmental  groups  —  now 
flexing  their  muscles  after  recent  court  decisions  in 
their  favor —  are  ready  to  say  “no”  to  Barrett  before 
he  has  had  an  opportunity  to  explain  what  the 
waste-to-energy  project  could  mean  to  the  five  com¬ 
munities:  Wayne,  Westland,  Inkster,  Garden  City  and 
the  host  community.  Dearborn  Heights. 

Barrett  believes  that  the  project  will  make  a  posi¬ 
tive  impact  on  the  environment  in  several  ways. 

First  the  state-of-the-art  pollution  control  system 
which  will  be  installed  would  be  one  of  the  cleanest 
in  the  world,  resulting  in  the  levels  of  heavy  metals 
being  reduced  by  nearly  100  percent 

Secondly,  the  recovered  energy  from  municipal 
solid  wastes  will  be  cleaner  than  the  fossil  fuels  that 
are  currently  used  in  the  generation  of  electricity. 
The  energy  generated  from  the  proposed  project  is 
slated  to  be  sold  to  Detroit  Edison  and  is  expected  to 
be  enough  to  serve  some  10,000  homes. 

And,  thirdly,  it  will  halt  additional  landfilling

Looking  ahead  for  veterans

In  1965  my  life  was  changed  in  a  moment  by  a 
shot  I  never  heard  on  a  battlefield  in  Vietnam.  Since 
then  I  have  been  driven  by  an  obsession  to  make 
sure  that  veterans,  whose  lives  have  also  been 
changed,  are  not  disadvantaged  by  having  honorably 
served  in  the  military. 

For  four  and  one-half  years,  I  have  been  honored 
to  serve  the  President  and  the  nation  as  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  Veterans  Affairs. 

With  his  support,  and  the  help  of  thousands  of 
members  of  veterans  service  organizations,  we  have 
made  great  progress  in  the  delivery  of  veterans’  ben¬ 
efits  and  services.  We  have  restructured  the  VA 
health-care  system  from  both  eligibility  and  delivery 
perspectives,  to  serve  as  a  model  for  health  care 


which  could  pose  potential  dangers  to  the  environ¬ 
ment,  and  wastes  the  potential  energy  which  could 
be  generated. 

Barrett  said  recycling  will  be  encouraged  because 
now  it  will  have  an  economic  benefit  to  the  member 
communities.  He  noted  that  recyclable  materials, 
such  as  metal,  glass  and  lawn  wastes,  are  not  com¬ 
bustible  so  their  removal  from  the  waste  stream  will 
improve  combustion.  The  composting  of  lawn  wastes 
also  would  be  encouraged. 

The  plan  also  includes  the  re-training  of  current, 
qualified  personnel  to  perform  work  in  the  energy 
plant  and  estimates  some  200  construction  jobs  will 
be  created. 

The  economic  benefits  include  significant  tax  rev¬ 
enues  plus  money  which  will  be  pumped  into  the 
economy  through  increased  payroll  and  operating 
expenses. 

Finally,  the  waste-to-energy  concept  has  been  in¬ 
cluded  from  the  earliest  plans  of  the  county.  The 
draft  of  the  Wayne  County  Solid  Waste  Management 
Plan  says,  “municipal  incineration  plans  are  encour¬ 
aged  to  include  provisions  for  recycling,  composting 
and  waste  processing  in  conjunction  with  waste  in¬ 
cineration.  Material  recovery  facilities  are  one 
method  of  achieving  this.” 

We  encourage  residents  of  the  five  communities 
to  attend  the  informational  meeting  at  7  p.m.  July  10 
at.  Inkster  High  School,  3250  Middlebelt  Road,  south 
of  Michigan  Avenue,  and  learn  first-hand  about  the 
project 

Because  informed  decisions  on  the  merits  of  the 
project  should  be  made  by  those  affected,  we  do  not 
presume  to  instruct  our  readers  as  to  whether  or  not 
they  should  approve  this  plan.  However,  we  hope 
that  the  proposal  will  be  received  with  open  minds  by 
those  attending  the  meeting  and  that  the  merits  of 
the  plan  will  be  considered,  along  with  any  misgiv¬ 
ings  that  the  public  may  have.

Dog  days 
of  summer 

To  the  editor: 

As  the  summer  officially  ar¬ 
rives  and  the  weather  heats  up, 
the  Humane  Society  of  the  United 
States  (HSUS)  reminds  readers 
that  pets,  like  people,  can  suffer 
from  the  heat — especially  when 
left  in  a  parked  car 

Like  their  owners,  companion 
animals  enjoy  the  opportunities 
warm  weather  provides  for  out¬ 
door  activities.  However,  the 
needless  suffering,  and  occasion¬ 
al  death,  of  an  animal  imprisoned 
in  a  car  on  a  warm  day  is  a 
tragedy  that  is  entirely  pre¬ 
ventable. 

On  a  hot  and  humid  day,  the 
temperature  inside  a  car  rises 
very  quickly.  On  an  85-degree  day, 
for  example,  the  temperature  in¬ 
side  a  car  with  the  windows  open 
slightly  will  reach  102  degrees 
within  10  minutes.  After  30  min¬ 
utes,  the  temperature  will  reach 
120  degrees.  On  wanner  days,  it 
will  get  even  hotter 

A  dog’s  normal  body  tempera¬ 
ture  is  101.5  to  102.2  degrees.  A 
dog  can  withstand  a  body  temper¬ 
ature  of  107  to  108  degrees  for  on¬ 
ly  a  very  short  time  before  suffer¬ 
ing  irreparable  brain  damage,  or 
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even  death. 

Although  many  pet  owners 
may  not  realize  the  danger  of 
leaving  their  dogs  in  parked  cars 
even  for  a  few  minutes,  their  igno¬ 
rance  may  prove  fatal.  A  brochure 
to  educate  others  about  the  haz¬ 
ards  of  leaving  pets  in  hot  cars 
may  be  obtained  from  the  HSUS. 
It  can  be  placed  on  a  car,  in  store 
windows,  or  on  bulletin  boards.

Sumpter  halts  sale 
of  illegal  fireworks

Sparks  flew  as  the  Sumpter 
Township  Board  suspended 
Jason  Manley’s  license  he  was 
using  to  sell  fireworks. 

The  permit  was  awarded  on 
June  14.  Manley  set  up  a  table 
at  the  corner  of  Bemis  and 
Sumpter  roads  20  minutes  be¬ 
fore  a  Sumpter  police  officer 
showed  up  to  make  a  check  of 
the  merchandise. 

According  to  Police  Chief 
Clinton  Brown,  Manley  had 
several  packs  of  class  B  fire¬ 
works,  which  are  illegal  to  pos¬ 
sess  or  sell  in  the  State  of 
Michigan.  The  permit  only  al¬ 
lowed  Manley  to  sell  class  C 
fireworks.  Class  B  fireworks 
are  considered  pyrotechnic, 
like  those  found  in  displays 
put  on  at  the  Sumpter  Country 
Fest  or  the  Detroit  Freedom 
Fireworks. 

“The  merchandise  was  con¬ 
fiscated,  and  he  was  ordered 
to  shut  down,”  Chief  Brown 
stated. 

Manley  claims  he  was  not 
aware  the  fireworks  were  ille¬ 
gal,  and  added  that  the  fire¬ 
works  in  question  were  not  out 
on  the  table,  and  the  officer 
had  to  “dig  through  the  car”  to 
find  them. 

“It  was  not  my  intention  to 
sell  illegal  fireworks,”  Manley 
said.  “The  officer  didn’t  even 
know  what  was  illegal,  and  he 
refused  to  give  me  an  inven¬ 
tory  list  of  what  he  took.  He 
said  he  didn’t  have  to,  that  it 
wasn’t  required  in  Michigan.” 

Brown  refuted  this,  stating 
that  his  officers  did  not  do  a 
sloppy  job  on  this  case,  and 
that  Manley  was  told  he  could 
get  an  inventory  list  at  the  po¬ 
lice  station. 

“Suppose  we  gave  you  the 
benefit  of  the  doubt,  and  didn’t 
suspend  the  license,”  said 
Treasurer  John  Morgan.  “Now 
suppose  a  kid  goes,  and  buys 
one  of  the  illegal  fireworks 
and  it  kills  or  seriously  injures 
him.  Then  what?” 

The  vendor  repeated  that  it 
was  not  his  intention  to  break 
the  law.  He  was  just  in  it  to 
make  a  dollar  or  two. 

“Ignorance  is  no  excuse,” 
Brown  said.  “You  were  actu¬ 
ally  breaking  the  law.” 

Manley  said  that  when  he 
found  out  what  he  was  doing 
wrong,  he  corrected  the  prob¬ 


lem.  “It’s  only  10  days  until 
July  4,”  he  said.  “We  are  obey¬ 
ing  the  law  now.” 

Regardless  of  this,  the 
township  board  suspended  the 
license,  pending  a  decision 
from  the  34th  District  Court. 

“I  fear  for  the  health  and 
safety  of  young  children,”  said 
Clerk  Helen  Teall,  explaining 
her  position  on  the  suspen¬ 
sion.  “I  felt  this  way  when  we 
issued  the  license,  I  was 
against  it  then.”

‘Crim  of  the  Crop 


Journalist  receives  lifetime  award

Prominent  journalist  Mort 
Crim  recently  received  a  Life¬ 
time  Achievement  Award  from 
the  Metro-Detroit  Chapter  of 
the  Society  of  Professional 
Journalists. 

“We  (journalists)  still  have  a 
responsibility  to  tell  the  truth 
and  give  it  context.  That  hasn’t 
changed....  We  have  to  be  sensi¬ 
tive  to  what  (the  public)  needs 
to  know  to  make  a  democracy 
work,”  Crim  said  in  his  accep¬ 
tance  speech. 

Crim,  61,  then  talked  about 
his  first  job  at  a  radio  station 
in  Blytheville,  Ill.  in  1953.  He 
said  he  was  hired  immediately 
and  was  put  on  the  air  within 
15  minutes. 

“While  reading  commer¬ 
cials,  Crim  said  he  misread  the 
word  “salon”  and  called  it  “sa¬ 
loon.”  Instead  of  saying  the 
state  was  Illinois,  he  said  it 
was  Missouri. 

Crim  has  come  a  long  way 
since  then  in  a  successful  ca¬ 
reer  spanning  more  than  three 
decades.  He  started  out  in  ra¬ 
dio,  then  broke  into  TV  jour¬ 
nalism.  He  has  covered  many 
history-making  events,  includ¬ 
ing  the  Apollo  moon  landings, 
and  the  Yom  Kippur  War  in  the 
Middle  East. 

Crim  worked  as  a  broadcas¬ 
ter  in  California,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  and  as  a  na¬ 
tional  correspondent  for  ABC. 
He  came  to  Detroit  in  1978  as 
the  senior  anchor  for  the 
WDIV-TV  newcasts  until  his 
departure  last  month.  He  also 
became  the  permanent  vaca¬ 
tion  substitute  for  Paul  Harvey

from  1980  to  1984. 

Crim  has  been  known  for  his 
stand  against  sensational  jour¬ 
nalism,  wanting  to  balance  hu¬ 
man  tragedy  with  human 
achievement.  He  believes 
many  journalists  are  con¬ 
cerned  about  this  and  are  mak¬ 
ing  a  difference  collectively. 

“I’ve  interviewed  presi¬ 
dents  (and  many  other  promi¬ 
nent  figures),  but  the  more 
interesting  interviews  are  with 
people  you’ve  never  heard  of. 
People  who  struggle  and  sacri¬ 
fice  to  achieve  their  dreams... 
Those  are  the  real  heroes,”  he 
said. 

Crim  is  still  the  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  community  affairs 
for  WDIV-TV  and  is  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  his  own  company,  Mort 
Crim  Communications.  His 
“Second  Thoughts”  segments 
air  three  times  a  week  on 
WDIV.  Crimsaid  the  reason  he 
left  WDIV  was  because  he  felt 
it  was  time  to  move  on. 


“You’re  better  off  to  sched¬ 
ule  your  departure  than  wear 
out  your  welcome.  It’s  better  to 
go  while  you’re  still  on  top  and 
people  don’t  want  you  to  leave. 
It  was  a  good  time  to  leave,” 
Crim  said. 

He  founded  Mort  Crim  Com¬ 
munications,  based  in  Harper 
Woods,  in  1993.  The  company 
specializes  in  the  production 
of  TV  and  radio  programs,  cor¬ 
porate  informational  videos, 
and  interactive  multimedia 
presentations. 

“I  wanted  to  own  my  own 
company  and  control  its  own 
direct  destiny.  It’s  been  a  chal¬ 
lenge.  It’s  been  an  uphill  bat¬ 
tle,  but  we’re  winning  and 
having  fun,”  said  Crim. 

Looking  back  on  his  long  ca¬ 
reer,  Crim  said  of  all  the  signif¬ 
icant  events  he  covered, there 
are  three  major  events  that 
have  had  a  tremendous  impact 
on  him. 

“I  covered  the  funeral  of  Ro¬ 
bert  Kennedy,  right  on  the 
heels  of  Martin  Luther  King’s 
and  John  F.  Kennedy’s.  It  was  a 
tough  time  for  the  country  and 
we  lost  some  innocence  as  a 
nation.  The  same  with  the 
Oklahoma  City  bombing  and 
the  national  emotional  impact 
it  had  on  the  people. 

“On  a  positive  note,  the  Apo¬ 
llo  moon-landing  was  a  mind¬ 
changing  moment  for  America, 
moving  us  into  a  new  dimen¬ 
sion  of  history,”  Crim  said. 

Crim’s  advise  to  aspiring 
journalists  is  to  prepare.  “The 
world  is  more  complex  and  dif¬ 
ferent  today,  but  the  tools  are 
still  the  same:  observe  keenly, 
write  precisely,  and  always 
care  about  the  truth.”

MHSAA  adopts  new  playoff  rule 


When  the  high  school  foot¬ 
ball  season  kicks  off  next 
month,  preps  will  play  under  a 
new  rule  that  may  end  lop¬ 
sided  scores  and  games  in  the 
post-season  playoff  games. 

The  Michigan  High  School 
Athletic  Association  has 
adopted  a  change  in  the 
“mercy  rule”. 

In  the  past,  schools  and  con¬ 
ferences  had  an  option  to  ap¬ 
ply  a  mercy  rule  that  allowed 
officials  to  end  the  game  after 
a  team  has  built  up  a  35  or 
more  point  advantage  over 
their  opponents  in  the  second 
half. 

However,  the  MHSAA’s  new 
rule  requires  a  running  clock 
whenever  the  point  margin 
reaches  35  points  after  the  first 
half.  Translated,  that  means

the  clock  won’t  stop  for  infrac¬ 
tions  unless,  of  course,  there  is 
a  serious  injury. 

“The  mercy  rule  was  cre¬ 
ated  to  help  maintain  the  edu¬ 
cational  nature  of  the  game, 
but  it  wasn’t  always  applied,  or 
applied  properly,”  said  Jerry 
Cvengross,  MHSAA  associate 
director.

4  cylinder  engine.  Gas  mileage 
in  this  one  was  great  though,  24 
miles  per  gallon  in  the  city  and 
32  on  the  highway.
